New Y ork as the Silver M arket C enter of 
th e W orld.

New A ork, September 5th.—The scheme 
to make New Yoik the silver market and 
silver center of the world, through the 
Mexican Mortgage Bank, has been the sub­ 
ject of discussion in financial circles to­ 
day. h. representative of H. B. Collins & 
Co. informed your reporter this afternoon 
that the contract had been signed by H. M. 
ne Tbyselaert and Maurice L. Guiraud of 
this city with the Mexican Mortgage Bank, 
bv which the plan of the syndicate could 
be carried into effect. 
Jordan. ex-Treasurer of the United States, 
says the Western National Bank has noth­ 
ing to do with the scheme as reported. At 
the United States Sub-Treasury i he Assistant 
Treasurer and his subordinates refused to 
speak of the plan. 
Ex Treasurer Jordan expresses doubt 
whether New York can be made the silver 
market of the world, because England com­ 
petes with us by issuing Indian silver cer­ 
tificates. 
It is learned that Collins A Co. have not 
yet received the concessions, but their 
representative is on his way here with 
them. A member of the firm said : “ We 
will get a charter from the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment for a bank, and in connection with 
that are certain considerations. It will be 
the biggest in Mexico. One third will be 
owned in Mexico, one third in this city and 
one-third in Europe. We shall issue silver 
certificates negotiable all over the world 
based on silver deposits in New York. I 
also think we have the right to issue notes 
which will be made legal tender against 
securities deposited with us, and that will 
increase the circulating medium of the 
country. I also think we shall have the 
right to undertake public improvements 
and make contracts therefor under the con­ 
cessions obtained. The bank will prob­ 
ably have a representative in Mexico of 
Baring Bros, of London. The President 
of Mexico and Secretary of the Treasury 
are interested in the bank. The Bank of 
Mexico which we have purchased has been 
successful and has paid dividends of 9 per 
cent, for many years.”

OCEAN FR EIG H TS. 
Scarcity of T onnage Produces an A dvance 
on G rain R ates. 
[Copyright, 1888, by the California Associated Press.1, 
N ew Y o r k , September5th.—Ereigbtrates 
from this port to Enrope have advanced be­ 
yond all precedent. The scarcity o? ton­ 
nage is so great that steamers have been 
pressed into service to carry petroleum. 
Freights have advanced from 4 to 6} cents 
per bushel for grain. About 000,000 bush­ 
els of corn per week are now leaving At­ 
lantic ports for Europe. The advance on 
corn in England bus all been absorbed by 
increased freights. 
It is estimated that the increase of 
freights is costing shippers oí corn alone 
$42,000 weekly. All grain freights have 
advanced, and also those on cotton and 
general merchandise. The total increase of 
the revenue reaches very high figures. 
Shipments of wheat have not increased in 
the same proportion as corn. A further 
advance in grain freights is not expected 
now. Most of the steamship lines are 
willing to make contracts for future de­ 
livery at present rates.

ALMOST IN D ESFA IK . 
T he D em ocrats in C ongress E vidently 
B ecom ing D esperate. 
[Copyright, 18SS, by the California Associated Press. 1 
W ashington, September 5th.—The Dem­ 
ocratic hand was laid bare to-day when 
Representative Oates of Alabama intro­ 
duced a joint resolution to adjourn Congress 
till Thursday, the 20lh inst. The intro­ 
duction of the resolution was received with 
prolonged applause from the Democratic 
side. It has created a great deal of talk 
about adjourning and has set the prophets 
at work again with renewed vigor. Some 
of them go so far as to nredict that Congress 
will adjourn within three weeks. 
This prophecy, however, is but the 
result of their desire. There can be no 
doubt that the Democrats are exceedingly 
anxious to have Congress adjourn without 
the Republicans taking action of any kind 
on the tariff question. This, however, the 
Republicans of the House and Senate do 
not propose to let them do. Tbe Republi­ 
can Senators having charge of the tariff bill 
in the sub committee have asserted that 
they have not only been assured of a ma­ 
jority in favor of their bill in the Senate, 
but 
ALSO IN THE DEMOCRATIC HOUSE. 
This statement has been scofled at by tbe 
Democratic leaders in the lower body, but 
their evident fear to have the measure come 
into the House for discussion belies their 
words. What they fear now is that if the 
bill is passed by the Senate the Republicans 
of the House may insist upon its being con­ 
sidered without being referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Ways and Means. This would 
result in its either being passed or rejected 
before the November election. This is just 
what the Democrats do not want. It is also 
so patent that the Democrats cannot deny 
it, that there are in the Housequite a num­ 
ber of Democrats who would vote for the 
Republican tariff bill if it is of tbe character 
promised. 
THE REPUBLICANS WIDEAWAKE. 
Speaking about tbe proposed adjourn­ 
ment of Congress on the 20tb, Senator His- 
cock said today: "The Democrats of tbe 
House will be very much fooled if they 
think for an instant that we are going to 
allow them to adjourn without first having 
placed ourselves before the country on this 
tariff question in such a clear light that no 
misrepresentation will avail them. The 
Senate bill will be completed and intro­ 
duced in the Senate some time between 
this and the 15th of tbe month. I do not 
think there is any doubt of that, por do I 
regard it possible that the Senate will not 
pass the bill with little or no delay. Of 
course, if we did not feel morally cer­ 
tain of our ability to pass the bill 
we would not think of introducing 
it. We are still workiDg on it constantly, 
and the fact that we have been much longer 
than we expected shows nothing bat a de­ 
termination to have such a bill, when it is 
done, as will stand the attacks of Demo­ 
cratic buncombe that it will undoubtedly 
be subjected »o. There is one thing this 
bill will do beyond a doubt, and that is to 
place the positions of the two parties on 
this tariff question so clearly before the 
voters that there can be no possible dodg­ 
ing”

Senate to-day Senator 8tewart introduced 
a resolution providing for the appointment 
of a committee from the Senate to inquire 
iuto the administration and coDduct of the 
Commissioner and other officials of the 
General Land Office. It provides tor an 
investigation as to whether the Commis­ 
sioner has knowingly tolerated the prac­ 
tices by which lands were fradulently ac­ 
quired, and is especially directed against 
toe conduct of secret agents of the Land 
Office. The resolution was referred to the 
committee. 
The retaliation bill was taken up and 
considered. 
Phelps maintained that power has al­ 
ready been given the President to shut r.ff 
Canadian commerce shipped through the 
United Slates, either by abrogation or can­ 
cellation, but still we find a campaign mes­ 
sage coming in npon us complaining of the 
lack of power.

SLATE QUARRIES. 
A Prom ising and Im p o rtan t In dustry for 
E l D orado County. 
The El Dorado county exhibit at the 
permanent exhibit building attracts the at­ 
tention of nearly every person who calls. 
A. J. Lowry, of Placerville, an energetic 
and go ahead citizen, knows the import­ 
ance of snch an exhibit, and he keeps it 
well replenished. The specimens of slate 
on exhibition are from the Chili Bar quar­ 
ries. 
To notice one of the most important in* 
dustries now being developed in El Dorado 
county, it is only necessary to make a trip 
to Chili Bar, three miles north of Placer­ 
ville. The California Slate Company, under 
the management of C. P. H. Buck, are now 
opening up a quarry of slate of very fine 
quality 100 feet west of the south end of 
Chili Bar bridge, which is called quarry 
No. 1. About 75 feet west of No. 1 quarry, 
No. 2 is being opened, bat No. I is being 
nrest actively worked. Large blocks of 
slate are being qnarried out and wheeled to 
the splitting room. The quarrying of slate 
is a trade peculiar to itself, and it is inter­ 
esting to a novice io watch operations. 
The splitting is also interesting, as well 
as the cutting into ihe different sizes tbat 
may be required for roofing and other pur­ 
poses. The California Company are open­ 
ing several quarries, all showing-slate of a 
quality said to be far superior to Pennsyl­ 
vania rtate, and in fact fully equal, 'in 
quality , to any produced in any part of the 
world. 
It is the intention cf this company to 
erect a bridge opposite Quarry Do. 1, the 
piers of which they intend building of solid 
masonry, froiu the bed-rcek, that will stand 
for all time. And while this structure will 
be made for their own benefit, it will be 
thrown open- for the uss of the countv, 
should they need it. Mr. Buck is erecting 
a neat cottage for the use ol their carpenter, 
Mr. Wenger, and family. This cottage is 
situated on the side of the- hill opposite 
Texas Bar, overlooking a long deep hole in 
the American river, forming a complete 
lake, on which a bath house will be built, 
and also boats-will be placed for the enjoy­ 
ment of visitors. Steps will be made froiu 
the cottage to the beach. At a tunnel 
about three hundred feet distant is a fine 
stream of pure sold water, which will be 
conveyed4 in a pipe for the irrigation of 
ornamental and other plants about the cot­ 
tage, as well as for house purposes. Ntar 
the cottage will be built a stable and carriage 
house. The hillside for several hundred 
feet is severed with live oak and other 
forest trees, through which walks and 
drives will be made, which will, when 
completed, make a beautiful picnic grouDd. 
It is the intention of Mr. Buck to run a 
road out from the Keisey grade, by this-cot- 
tage, leading to Slate Point, where is found, 
perhaps, tie finest slate on the whole 
tract, which they intend to open aseoon 
as they can get experienced men, 
which seems to be a matter attended 
with some difficulty, as men who under­ 
stand slate working are scarce. Mr. Buck 
says that it is the intenlion of bis company 
to have two hundred men working at and 
about Chili Bar. as soon as the men can be 
bad and the quarries opened, when houees 
will be erected for families, and quite a 
lively town will be built up. The company 
is discussing the practicability of a cable- 
road for the transportation of slate from 
the river to the depot at Placerville, as 
cheap transportation is an important feature 
in the successful working of slate quarries. 
It is the intention of ¡he California Com­ 
pany to erect a warehome near the railroad 
depot for the storage of slate, so they may 
be able to fill orders on short notice. It 
requires considerable capital to do all these 
thiDgs, but when done and the quarries 
opened thoroughly, the business can be re­ 
duced to a complete system. 
The Chili Bar Slate Company are opening 
a quarry a few hundred feet east of the 
south end of Chili Bar bridge and ave 
getting out roofing slate of excellent qual­ 
ity, and it is rpported they intend bailfiing 
a road across the point, ’¡is; the jqnc’.ii n 
of Big Canyon and the American River, lo 
intersect with the Chili Car grade, which 
can be done at small expense. It is re­ 
ported that still another slate quarry is 
about to be opened near the mouth of the 
Big Tunnel on Big Canyon, where siale of 
an excellent quality has been fouud, aud 
it would seem from tbe present outlook 
that the prediction of Mr. Buck that this 
would become the slate center of America 
is about to be verified.

“ A LIVING CHRIST.” 


An E Jnquent S erm on by au E m in en t D i­ 
vine L ast E vening. 
Bishop 
Charles B. Galloway is 
the 
youngest of the Bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church Bcuth. and with one ex­ 
ception the youngest man ever elected to 
that station in the church, to which he be­ 
longs. 
He is a native of Mississippi, now 
3b years of gge, having been made Bishop 
at the age of 37. 
He had quite a reputa­ 
tion as an orator before his election. The 
Jackson, Miss,, Clarion says he is not out­ 
ranked in this respect by anyone iu the 
Southwest. 
His duties this vear bring 
him to the Pacific coast for the first time. 
He holds 'he Pacific Conference of his 
church at Woodland, September 2(l:h. 
His sermon last night at the Seventh- 
street Church was preached toa moderateiy 
lsrge, but attentive and appreciative audi­ 
ence. both speaker and hearers being in­ 
terrupted many times by the drums, pipes 
horns and vocalizations of the “ show ” on 
tne ne'-v postofiice lot. 
The text was a part 
of John xiv., 1ft: 
“ Because 1 live ye 
shall live also.’’ 
These words, said the 
speaker, were a par; of 'hat matchless dis­ 
course immediately p:iceding the death of 
Jesus, which has comforted more son ow­ 
ing hearts than any other words of men or 
angels. They were intended to prepare his 
disciplfa for i'11* ordeal of ihf* cotuio^ days, 
to lift their minds from the temporal to tbe 
eternal. 
This was a crisis in the bistory of 
the church. 
What must the disciples have 
thought ot them a few days after when

A'esterday was the third day of the Thirty- 
fifth Annual Fair of the State Agricultural 
Society, it having opened with the Pavil­ 
ion on Monday evening. All day yester­ 
day the exhibitors were busily engaged in 
labeling and arranging their exhibits, and 
last night it presented a brilliant spectacle, 
the large number of electric lights illumin­ 
ating the immense amphitheater resplend­ 
ent in colors, and it was on the lips of every 
one, no matter where located, on the main 
hall or in the gallery, “the Pavilion never 
looked half so well before.” The music- 
stand, occupied by the First Artillery Band, 
is located in the center of the main hall, 
and the music they make is so entrancing, 
such a blending of musical sounds, that 
everything one looks at seems to partake of 
its harmony, and every step taken is to the 
time of the music. 
The decorations this year are more 
varied, extensive, patriotic and appropriate 
than on any former occasion, and the 
draping of the galleries specially adds to 
the appearance of the entire building. 
On the first or main floor the exhibits 
are arranged in booths and in all architect­ 
ural ability is displayed. 
No department is attracting more atten­ 
tion this year than the ladies' fancy 
work department. 
The displays are large 
and varied, and the delicate touch of 
womans fingers with the needle and brush 
are displayed in profusion on every hand. 
Some of the exhibits of painting on china 
ware and porcelain are very artistic. 
Sacramento tradesmen are well repre­ 
sented and some of their displays denote 
enterprise that is commendable * 
The leading feature of the fair this vpar 
is the county exhibits, which will be de­ 
scribed in detail herealter, as each one isa 
whole exhibition within itself. 
Some people have an idea that the Pa­ 
vilion looks its best during the second 
week, and herice delay their visit until that 
time. In this they are mistaken. The ex­ 
hibits lo >k better when first placed in posi­ 
tion ; and the first week, as the Pavilion is 
not crowded, those who so desire have the 
best opportunity of examining the articles 
critically. 
Last night between two and 
three thousand 'people were present, and 
they had plenty of room. Next week, 
when the mighty crowd will be more like 
ten thousand, it will be more diflicnlt to 
move around, and those who become weary 
walking about will find great difficulty iu 
securing chairs. 
To-night the opening address will be de­ 
livered by Hon. George A. Knight, of 8an 
Francisco. 
The receipts at tbs Pavilion last night 
were $1,243 50. 
Secretary Smith has information that the 
band of Piute athletes have started on 
their journey hitherward. Great expecta­ 
tions are entertained of their baseball con­ 
test with the Gus Lavensous next Monday 
at the Park. The tact that the day (Ad­ 
mission Day) will be a legal holiday, will 
be sure to give the untutored redskins a 
great audience. 
Nearly all the stalls at tho Park have 
been taken, and stock is constantly arriv­ 
ing. Notwithstanding the number of new 
stalls which have been built, it looks as if 
there would be a cramping for room. 
The ground purchased and added to the 
Park on the east aflords twice as much 
room as before for hogs and one-haif more 
for chickens. Along fhe walls 88 new 
stalls have been constructed for horses and 
cattle. 
The carriage entrance to the Park this 
year will be at Twenty-third and G streets, 
instead of on PI, as heretofore. 
A new tank of 20,000 gallons capacity 
has been placed at the north tnrn of the 
track.

The theory of those who think “ Shorty” 
is not dead is this: He was kicked in the 
stomach, which paralyzed him for the 
moment. After he was taken to the barn 
and given a drink of water he immediately 
revived and, “drunken man like,” pulled 
out his pipe, struck a match, set the bay 
on fire and then seeing the predicament he 
wa3 in, ran oat and started across the 
country for home. When the tire was dis­ 
covered be was so far from the barn that 
he was lost sight of. 
The whole matter is shrouded in mys­ 
tery. One of the witnesses seems to think 
that “Shorty” was carried into the barn 
uiore dead than alive, and that it would he 
impossible for him to move about unas­ 
sisted. He and many others will h Id to 
the belief that “ Shorty” “went up in 
smoke” until the real, simou pure, flesh 
and blood "Shorty" answers to his name in 
the Police Court.

The be3t proofs are those evolved by con­ 
trasts. 
Statistics are valueless except by 
comparison of results. Ages are shown in 
their true light by being contrasted. The 
rule runs through all things. 
“ 'Tis light translateth night; 'tis inspiration 
Expounds experience; tis the West explains 
The East; 'tis time unfolds eternity. " 
It was an inspiration, educating, historic 
and entertaining, that moved a mercautlie 
firm in its exhibit at the Pavilion of the 
State Agricultural Society this year to bring 
side by side the past and the present of 
mercantile enterpri3e in California: to 
place the antipodes of forty years of mer­ 
chandising in California in mimic contrast. 
Ii was au idea born of a happy thought 
that suggested the bridging of four decades, 
of more than a generation, by illustration ; 
of spanning the period by dumb show, to 
impress upon the mind of to-day the im­ 
mense strides our State has made since the 
days of ’46. 
And it does U1Í3 
very 
thing. 
The 
strongly-drawn comparison of the rnde 
store-keeping of 1849 and the elegant mer­ 
cantile establishment of 1888 tell3 the 
whole wonderful story of California con­ 
quest by American civilization ; of the dis­ 
covery of gold; of the great influx of hardy 
pioneers—the selected men from Eastern 
homes ; of the rude necessities of the early 
days; of the trials, temptations and im ­ 
providence, of the liberality, generosity and 
great-heartedness of the days when 
“ Pactolus ran in every stream 
And every reed that rustled whispered ‘ Gold!’ ’’ 
It tells of the passage from unstable and 
trari3cient conditions of society to those of 
stability, order, culture and refinement; of 
the rise from iho level where might ruled 
and the strong arm wa3 king, to the peace­ 
ful reign of law, the sway of order and the 
civiliziug influences of the home. It tells 
of the wealth, prosperity and progress of 
the State, and of the high commercial im- 
portanea in which it ranks among the com­ 
monwealths of the Union. 
The device is certainly a taking one, and 
the proof is found iu the crowds of repre­ 
sentatives of the two generations of men 
who look upon the exhibition ; the gray- 
bearded pioneers, whose eyes become dewy 
as recollections of their strong and stormy 
manhood come trooping up, recalled by the 
diorama of the storekeeping of '49; ’ the 
youth and maiden ot to-day, who gaze 
with familiar eyes upon the picture of 
the elegant establishment hut an iustant, 
but with amused 
surprise and wonder 
stare long and cnrlously upon this almost 
living, breathing picture on the right, of 
the days ot '49, which they saw not, but of 
which iu verse, story and song, they have 
read and heard so much. 
W eir,stock, I.ubin & Co. have made many 
quaint, attractive exhibits in fares, but not 
one so striking, so unique and full of mean­ 
ing 03 this. Here, on the left, behind four 
great sheets of plate-glass, is an elegant dry­ 
goods store of to-day, in miniature, but 
complete iu every detail. Elegant counters, 
cushioned revolving-stools, heavily molded 
shelving aDd rich over-hanging 'cornices. 
Great stocks of new choice dress goods— 
for this is the dry goods section of an im­ 
mense outfitting establishment—and be­ 
hind the counters two saleswomen (bury 
the man who invented the word “sales­ 
lady”) stand in easy attitude waiting upon 
customers. These are four in number 
women exquisitely costnmed. We do not 
venture to describe their elegant walking 
attire. 
One is seated, examining goods • 
on the counter her hand-bag, by her 
side her parasol. Note how natural the 
posing of the figures, how exquisitely the 
outlines of the female fcrm divine have 
been preserved. Did ever anyone see be­ 
fore more beautiful wax figures, or sweeter 
faces than these? A bit too pretty, per­ 
haps; a little over-colored, maybe, but that 
is ariist-license, for if not over-done we 
would pronounce these lay-figures unnat­ 
ural, precisely as we condemn the portrait 
that is exact to color. Take notice of the 
chaste, rich finish of ceiling, wall and floor; 
note the reproduction of space by mirrors 
so clear as scarce to be seen; the crystal 
bell-flowers bursting from the moldings, 
their petals delicate incandescent electric 
lights—take note ot the perfect ease of ar­ 
rangement and the exactness with which 
the modern fashionable store interior is re­ 
produced. 
Nothing is wanting, scarcely 
life, since the exquisite figures all but 
speak, and these charming sales-wotnen all 
but move and smile, and one con all but 
hear them coiutueml the goods they otler. 
Pass around lo the left, note the two beau­ 
tiful show windows richly draped in soft, 
small-flowered and vari-t’inted goods ami 
set with rich suits down upon which 
clusters of electric incandescente from rich 
bronze chandeliers pour a flood of mellow 
light. Then in the other or farther show- 
window note the elegant hats, the little bits 
of head-gear that seem so small lor so large 
a sum, but which crown a woman’s locks 
with new glory in the world of admira ion. 
The exterior of this elegant estaolish- 
ruent is first a heavy ebonized dado; chaste 
hlaok colnmns with light and graceful cap­ 
itals support au entablature, composed of 
architrave and cornice worked out of old- 
gold puffings of soft goods, a beautiful re­ 
lief to the dull ebon blue-black of the 
frieze. The center panel of the entablature 
bears the trade title of the bouse, as does 
the center sheet of plate-glass below. 
Along the upper line of the dado runs a 
gold-gilded plate with the firm name of 
these widely-known outfitters. Now, to 
the right comes the sharp contrast—the 
store of ’49. A rude board exterior—the 
plate-glass is a lieeuse, permissible to pre­ 
vent trespassing—innocent of arthitcctural 
finish ot any kind, and having such 
ude-lettered 
signs as “ Drev 
Goods,” 
‘Miners Implctuenlze Fur Sail H ear/' 
’ Post-Offls.” 
Inside, a hoard upon two 
barrels separate the few rough shelves 
bearing coarse woolen shiris, a bolt or two 
of cotton,a pile of hoots and shoes, some 
canned goods and a few other packages, 
from the trading public. 
From above 
swing goods oi various kinds, aud odds and 
ends, from bacon to gum boots. In one 
corner are the tew pigeonholes constituting 
the posloffice, and in front a box barricade, 
with black junk bottles hearing candles t ’ 
light the dingy interior. The floor is li 
tered with llour-saeks, the cradle or rookt, 
for the miner, shovels and picks, herrings 
in boxes and crackers in eases, potatoes and 
onions, tea-chests and coils of ro|>e, and all 
manner of goods answering to frontier 
needs. And the prices? Well, they tell c 
the flush times of California. Flour, 60 cts 
onions, $1 25 a pound; rice, 75 cts. a pound;

A crowded, mixed up, olla prodrida

a store it is to be sure, but everything in 
substantial, good, and speaking of energy, 
sturdy life, strong stomachs, and stronger 
liiubs, of vigorous bodies and brave and 
fearless men. Behiud the counter is the 
storekeeper, in 
his sbirt sleeves, bald 
genial, his half pipe stnek between 
teeth—we can almost hear bim speak as 
expatiates 
upon 
the virtues of a 
flanuel 
shirt 
to a half robed 
painted Indian who sits in 
front 
the counter and balances anxiously and ad­ 
miringly a pair of gold-dust scales upon his 
finger. A little to one side, in rich holi­ 
day attire and national costume is a fierce 
Mexican, seated upon a coil ot rope and 
playing cards over the head of a barrel of 
whisky with au American, resting on a tea 
chest, in the attire of a hunter of the day.

C re a m o f T a r t a r M a n u fa c to ry . 
Standing in J. Mathews’ yard, on North 
Main street, is a machine worth traveling a 
long distance to see. 
It is used in the nran- 
facture of crea nr of tartai. It is the only 
machine ol' the kind on this continent and 
one of the four of the world. 
The other 
threearein Europe, and all were invented by 
the satue person, hut thethree are inferior to 
thisone. The inventor is Pedro de Ñapóles, 
a native of Portugal, who has been in this 
country only five months. 
He with his 
partners will this year operate the machine 
here. 
They will buy up most of the lees 
from Napa and the surrounding country. 
The machine has a capacity of forty tons 
per day. They will also distill brandy and 
alcohol. 
The machine is built upon a 
truck so as to be portable, aud consist of 
four copper tanks, thirty inches in diameter 
and sixty inches in bight, which contain 
the lees. In front of the tanks is the re­ 
frigerator, and in the rear is a five-horse 
power engine. 
The tanks are so placed 
that they will turn on a pivot and dump 
without being detached. The machine was 
built in 8an Francisco ami cost $.5,000. It was 
brought to Vallejo by boat and was hauled 
from there to here, as it was too bulky for 
any Napa boat. 
It is truly a wonderful 
piece of machinery and must be seen to be 
appreciated.—iVopa Register.
